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In this connection reference is made to the case of United States v. 
Jin Fuey Moy, an abstract of which was published in the Public 
Health Reports, April 4, 1919, page 688, in which case the United 
States District Court for the Western District of Pennsylvania decided 
that the giving of such a prescription was a violation of the provisions 
of the Harrison Act.
